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AN INTRODUCTION 


BY THIS ISSUE’S ACTING EDITOR, KATHE TODD 
Dear Readers, 


Hello and welcome to the Big Comeback Issue of Rip Off Comix. It has certainly been a long time (nearly four 
years!) since the last issue, and I'm sure that many of you have been wondering whether you'd ever see another 
one. Why have we waited so long between issues? There was the Great Famine of 1983, then the Great Floods of 
1984-85, and the Great Warehouse Fire of 1986. All of these had their effect on us, yet Rip Off Press survived them 
all and during the past year has actually begun to expand. But the principal reason for the long hiatus following, 
Rip Off No. 12 was the mysterious disappearance of our Editor in Chief, Frappington Wildebeest VII. 

Frappington, or “Ғгарру” as we used to call him around the editorial offices, came to the helm of Rip Off Comix 
with issue 11, bringing а new look and an international flavor to the publication. At first he was cleancut and trim, 
as befitting the scion of an ancient and noble family. Then at about the time of publication of Rip Off No. 12, we 
began to see some signs that all was not well inside that aristocratic cranium. Perhaps it was a throwback to that 
streak of familial eccentricity most notable іп Frappington (“Mad Frap”) Wildebeest IV. He began dressing 
strangely, growing his facial hair and wearing buttons with a funny little “А” on them. One day he abruptly an- 
nounced he was going on an editorial expedition abroad, and within a week he had vacated his palatial office 
suite and vanished from the scene. 

At first we received regular bulletins from him: “Ат signing Hunt Emerson for 26-book series.” “Moebius to 
pen Freak Brothers Meet the Checkered Demon—art to follow.” Curiously we never did receive any of the 
material supposedly obtained during this period. Gradually the communications dwindled, until finally we receiv- 
ed a postcard: “Announce publication of Rip Off Мо. 13 for September 1984. Art for feature ‘The Cartoonists of 
Namibia' is in the mail." That was the last we heard from him. Finally in November of 1986 we decided we could 
wait no longer, and announced Rip Off No. 13 for February 1987 publication. As the Namibian.art had never arriv- 
ed, we put it together in San Francisco with new material from local cartoonists plus new and classic material 
from our Main Man Gilbert Shelton. Imagine our surprise when, only a month later, Gilbert reported that Frapp- 
ington had turned up alive and well—in Paris of all places! We were terrifically relieved, and apologetic that we'd 
gone ahead without him—which is why we've called this issue Rip Off Comix No. 14 instead of No. 13 as original- 
ly announced. 


About This Issue: When we first set about bringing Rip Off Comix back into regular publication, we had no notion 
of using an overall theme for each issue. But War and the Peace Movement demanded to be heard, and everything 
just fell into place. First at bat: Larry Todd, best known for his dope and science adventures in Dr. Atomic Comics, 
gives us a hint at our government's real reason for interest in Nicaragua plus a great idea for new weaponry that 
has SDI beat all hollow, in *How | Won the War." The Fabulous Furry Freak Brothers appear in two strips penned by 
Gilbert Shelton and Paul Mavrides in Europe. Then Dori Seda takes a look at what's happened to our political con- 
sciousness in “Тһе Do-Nothing Decade." Paul Mavrides and Hal Robins give us “Dinoboy at War," and we see war 
the way it used to be fought (for fun!) in Foolbert Sturgeon's new “Amazons” (to be serialized regularly in these 
pages). Contrastingly Spain (Trashman, Factwino) Rodriguez presents a gritty slice of life in the trenches during 
World War І, in “Interlude.” Then it's back to Gilbert Shelton and off the theme for “Philbert and the Street Enter- 
tainer." Guy Colwell, who left his job as colorist on the Freak Brothers “Idiots Abroad" project to join the Great 
Peace March early last year, checks in with an eyewitness account and a series of drawings made while he and 
some thousand other highly-committed marchers trekked across the continent in a crusade for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment. Next we bring you the lighter side of carnage with Gilbert Shelton’s classic “Smiling Sergeant Death and 
His Merciless Mayhem Patrol," originally published in H-Bomb Funnies some 18 years ago. Notice that tha' Sarge 
is a dead ringer for “Rambo” from the neck down... And finally from Dutch cartoonist Willem (more famous for 
his collaboration with S. Clay Wilson on the vile little hardback, The Bastard ), a new perspective on the story of 
Ethel and Julius Rosenberg. For our back cover we've reprinted Canadian artist Carl Chaplin’s painting “Waking 
Up To Reality in the White House,” an image familiar to buyers of Art Nuko postcards over the past few years. 
Chaplin is currently embarked on his own worldwide crusade for disarmament, taking his Nuke paintings on tour 
as part of an effort to bring world leaders to their senses before it is too late. We applaud his efforts. 


Next Issue: Frappington's back in action with "Wildebeest's Choice," a collection of wild and witty material from 
around the world. Among the contributors: Frank Margerin, Pierre Ouin, Charlie Schlingo, J.C. Menu, Goossens and 
others. It is not yet known whether the Cartoonists of Namibia will be featured—but don't miss it anyway!

For the first few days it seemed to be qoing well. Despite Pro Peace's huge 
debt, the lack of liability insurance, and persistent rumors of bankruptcy; more 
than a thousand people were marching in ә high Spirited, disciplined column, 
with а qood Support System in place. Even a portable Shower truck Caught up 
with them outside L.A. The marchers were encouraged by the reception in Clare- 
mont, 8 Suburban L.A. Colleqe town that took the entire march into their 
homes after a wonderful welcoming ceremony. Claremont and Peace City 
were like Sister cities from then on. 

The GlenHelen Campsite in Devore, site of the US Festival, was the last 
qreen Stop for many months. They were marching into the desert, and though 
the weather wes hot hot, there was anxiety 8bovtthis being hostile and 
dangerous. As the ағоор made its way over the hills and into the Great 
Mojave valley, the weather qrew colder. Through Desert Lighthouse, through 
Victorville and along Stoddard Wells Road, he niahts were freezing and he 
rains beqan.

npour. The Site was ә lake of mud. Some people had hypothermia So bad-

ruptcy of Pro Peace and repossesion of most Support vehicles affected the

Only about СОО marchers were left when a longterm Site at the Barstow Б.М.Х.

What emerged was a new Corpor- 
ation, The Great Peace March for Global Nuclear Disarmament, Inc., with its 
board of directors, a city council, an Operations council and a citymanager to try

They told them dehydration was akiller, in hot weather 
you Can lose waterata qallon Ən hour, and you can't replace it fast enough. 
They were told about agressive animals, the Mojave Green Rattlesnake, SCOrpions, 
Giant red ants, even packs of wild dogs. They formed а qroup known as Crit- 
ter Control te beat the bushes just ahead of the column, But there was 
very little Serious problem with critters. The weather was pleasant, 
the scenery Awesome and with the exception of а few Sand storms the ex- 
perience wes easy and memorable. 

The first state border crossing tookplace at Whiskey Pete's Casino, 
where Powerline Road connects with the highway aqain. The Mojave was the 
worst of it, but there would be many weeks of desert landscape yet to Cross. 
Within this dry landscape they approached their first large city. When they 
were Stalled in Barstow, it was often Said," If we can make it to Las Veqas, 
ме саи make it to D.C." The arrival in this gambling, glittering town маза 
great boost to the marcher's spirits despite the fact the city was unco-oper- 
ative in providing rest stops while they paraded the Strip, and theqamb lers

atomic test site. The first arrests of marchers took place there and the de- 
bate about what kind of support the march Should qive to these individual ads 
occupied many hours in city council meetings. 

Crossing Nevada, а corner of Arizona and into Utah, they beqan to feel 
ке Seasoned marchers, very confident of reaching D.C. They were in 
Indian country and Stories of the struggle over land use involving the Hopis, 
the Navajos and the U.S. inspired many marchers to travel +o Bia Mountain 
in Arizona to Support justice for Native Americans. The first Camp in Utah was 
on the Payute reservation. They were gracious hosts and prepared barbecue 
for the marchers. In St. George, Utah they learned about the many tragic ill~ 
nesses among the “downwinders, people who lived under the fallout patterns 
of the fifties bomb tests. A classic protest Sona about the downwinders was 
written and performed by march band Collective Vision. The biq struggle in

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Utah within the march community was how to make up the time lost while 
reorganizing in Barstow. If they delayed the arrival in D.C. they would have +o 
face freezing cold weather and throw the Schedule of planned events actoss 
the country into disarray.

In Utah and Colorado the desert qradvally qave way to the mountains 
They passed through more and more towns, Stayed in public parks, fairgrounds, 
church lots, me+ the people and made the case for disarmament in places

where peace marches and protest movements have never before disturbed 
the rural quiet. These encounters with Middle America became the heart 
of the march end the Source of many Surprising realizations for marchers, 
America was not hostile to their message. Most people under stan dably 
did not believe we could do any qood by marching, but were williwq to 
Share their personal fears about survival or their distrust of a qovernment that 
spends hundreds of billions each year on arms. Thereseemed to bea great. 
deal of curiosity and respect, if not Support, for this Unusual parade. 
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Soon the march was in Serious mountains. Twice aqain it was faced with 
breaking continuity by being bussed through two areas of Colorado where 
heavy construction was underway, Debeque end Glenwood Canyons. А acoup 
of 16 wes allowed to walk Debeque and ә qroup of 50 bypassed Glenwood 
by walking through the Snow and mud of Cottonwood Pass. 1+ was the off 
season when they reached Ski resort Vail, Colo. It wes Ә little like 2 
qhost town movie set, but ә pleasant respite from walking because 
every marcher wes qiven ә ho cost hotel room for the Two dəys there. 
When suggestions emerged that buses Should be used +o take themarch 
through Eisenhower Tunnel instead of walking over Loveland Pass, the 
marchers would have none of it. Loveland Pass, at 12,000 ft. would be the 
hiquest point on the entire march route and it had taken on a special Siq- 
nificance even before March 1. Everyone wanted to march that day and vt 
was hard to move all the march vehicles and do camp cleanup for lack of 
people. |+ was a thrilling, exhilerating day when the march reached the 
top. There were hugs and tears and Songs and lots of picture taking. And 
it was downhill from there to Pennsylvania. 

Theywere comina into Denver. Тиеу remember Red Rocks Park, lest site 
before theMile High City, because of a torrent of rain, the return of the last 
Spiritwalkers and visits by Pete Seeger and Rep Pat Schroeder. Denver was а 
lonq rest, 4days of parades, rallies, exhibitions and speaking. One of the marchis 
most verbal and effective supporters D.J. Casey KaSum, started the parade and ran 
3 marathon radio call in. A major thunderstorm kep-- many marchers in Weir 
tents for one of the rest days. Almost immediately after leaving Denver 
the march was in Corn Country, the new shoots just breaking the ground. The 
marchers would watch the com qrow as they walked across Country. Infact, corn 

as almost the only thing they saw growing. Except for the occasional Soy bean 

Tied, the Corn would dominate the landScepe until New Jersey. But the Plains 
were more than just Corn. They were home to Operators of Small farms 
who are So distressednow. The marchers and the farmers found much common 
ground in their concern bout the distorted priorities of the Rea qan administra- 
tion. The Plains were small town Middle America, ә place where ideas for change 
need to penetrate before change takes place. Great effortwasmade to meet 
and talk +o the farmers and Smailtoun people about ouv survival. 

Nebraska was a combination of Cool reception and very hot weather. Again 
facing te challenge of making up lost time, the decision was made to increase 
the pace to 20 or 25 miles рек дау. This was grueling because the temper — 
ature was always in the high 405 end many days exceeded loo deqrees with 
80-90% humidity, Night after niqht drenching Summer thunderstorms 
with tornado and hail warnings would кәде over the camp. Severe| times 
the flooding was bad enough to Send many marchers to shelter in churches 
and aymnasiums. This Section of the journey almost broke the Spirit of Some 
marchers; there was much Complaint and even talk of Striking for shorter 
days. But the march held together and incr eased in size at this point to 
about GOO. Lincoln Nebraska, despite very heavy rain and flooding at the site, 
was 8 Supportive and reviving res- stop. There was a capitol rally with 
Speakers ond Ceremonies by loca! politicians and peace Organizers that under~ 
lined the concern of people who live where most of the silos are. Marchers 
will also never forget the totally awesome complete double rainbow thet 
Spread from horizon to horizon over Lincoln. When they reached Omaha on 
July 4, themarchers had finally caught up with their oriqinal Schedule. This 
was 3 cause of relief aud celebration because it meant returning to a расе 
of only 15 to 20 miles per dəy, There was dancing in hot rain at Lake Mən- 
awa during another Spectacular lightening storm. ln Omaha many marchers 
jomed ім a civil disobedience action by walking onto the strategic Air Command 

eadquarters to be detained, photographed, fingerprinted and ordered not to 
return. This was part of a wave of protests aqainst war planning known as 
the Heartland Peace Pilgrimage. 

The arduous Nebraska Crossing Caused а qreat Change in the way the 
march conducted itself. Independent minded marchers decided if they were 
+o be pushed to their physical limits, they would do 1+ at their own pace. 
Many beqan leaving when they wanted, some early to beat theheat, some 
late to get әй the test their bodies needed. What had once been a tight, 
almost military column had become spread for miles and for hours across 


the day. People would still be leaving last night's Camp while thee arly ones 
began atriving at the next site. A debate raged over the issue of the disin- 
teqreting column. But the consensus moved toward accepting the new 
marching Style as a reality for rural areas where public exposure was min- 
imal. This compromise was Known as rural mode/city mode əhd worked 
fairly well for most of the trip. 


They trudged ом into lowa, another very special place for many march- 
ers, The state motto of lowa, “where peace qrows/' told them Something 
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about the attitude there. \+мәз a receptive, friendly and very Supportive 
state. The Quakers provided shelter many times and told them they were in 
э peace state. The lowa State Capitol building not only provided them witha 


Site for a rally, but opened its doors So hot and weary marchers could sit 
in the cool marble hallways. 


They crossed the Mississippi between Davenport, lowa and Moline, Illinois. 
Even in the Eastern states the cities and industries were not as densely 
packed es many marchers expected. There were breaks ін the cornfields, 
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islands of Concrete м 8 Continuing expanse of Crops. They marched into Dixon, 
\ilinois, childhood home of Ronald Reagan, where they found a store of Rea- 
qan Souveniers that also specialized in Nazi memorabilia. In Chicago they took 
а Series of rest days 8q8in to Speak 8nd parade ənd exhibit their arts and 
crafts at the Peace Museum. The route ints Chicaqo went through а very 
poor black Section of the city. Some local marchers felt Cow pelled +o 
warn Us that there was qreat tension and conflict between blacks and whites 
ard ifthey Could not change the route, they would at least have to look out for 
trouble. They discovered aqain here, 95 they had in the East L.A. Barrio and 
other underclass neighborhoods, thatthe poorest and most oppressed people 
were the friendliest to theircduse. The poor people identified with those wno 
marched for change, and were very outgoing in their encourage ment- 

Next wes Indiana. Though very much an Eastern state, itwasstil 
very tural and old. After an inspiring qreeting by Gary Mayor Richard 
Hatcher on the shores of Lake Michiqan, Mey moved on once again into 
corn Country, the tall stalks now almost ready for harvest Here many march- 
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ers had their first experience of the Amish. Though still Strongly locked into 
their old plain ways they were very curious about the march and Suppor- 
tive of the commitment +o non-violence. Amish families came in юуаау loads 
to сзи ке ask questions and take the tovr- 
Ohio was а stete full of large cities and Әй increa Sing industrial density. 

They walked into Toledo on the shores of Lake Ене. There the controversy over 
bussina the march once зави beqan heating up, only this time it was a 
matter of being ferried over Sandusky Bay where they were not qoing tobe 


allowed touse the bridge. This debate. Simmered at the Same timethe 
merch had to deal with the issue of camping Yy mile from a nuclear 
plant. The Davis Bessie plant, ои a peninsula between Lake Erie and 
Sandusky Bay , hed a notoriously bad safety record and was Shut down at 
the time, but Still frightened many marchers. They finally decided to skip 
over the site and Some of the marchers resolved their need for continuity by lou ssing 
from the next Siteback and using their rest day to fill inthe дәр. others chose 
towelk twoday's worth, 36 miles,in one day. Then after the rest day the Spirit 
walkers left camp at БӘ-м. to make а fast Crossing of the bridge over 
Sandusky Bay before the morning traffic, and the police, made i+ impossible. 
Then everyone went on around Lake Erie Intothe next major metropolitan 
Brea. Cleveland, to the Surprise of mony who expected a dirty, Surly crime rid- 
den place, was dn exuberantly friendly city. The march was provided a beauti- 
ful Lakeside Site 8nd was Swawmped with local visitors onthe rest doy. The 
marchers presented art exhibits, Shakespeare and music. Most marchers 
were taken into Cleveland homes for showers, laundry and food. Over 
4000 locals joined the parade 3nd rally thet marched from downtown tothe Site, 
Ovtof Cleveland they walked southeast to Youngstown for a strange night 
of youth gangs and exposure in әм inner city perk, then on to the Peunsyl- 
vania border crossing. 
Pittsburg, despite ә warm reception by Steelworkers, was o frustra- 
ting city to reach because of unclear map directions and heavy Cow struc- 
tion. Groups of marchers, tending now +o walk “rural моде“ even entering 
cities, wandered into town ow several different routes, mostly not suit- 
able for Safe walking. They slept ina city park a little isolated from the 
center of things, but with à magnificent view of the downtown Skyline. Again 
there were many local visitors to camp; itwas qradually dawning on the public 
that the merch really was Succeeding at Crossing the continent, and so 
the Curiousity level was rising. lw Pittsburg the Symphony qave free ad- 
mission to all marchers who wanted to hear Mozart aud Mahler, Out 
Side of Pittsburg They walked +o a Site where noisy, hostile hight drivers 
raced through comp honking, throwing firecrackers and threatening phys- 
ical in jury tothe peace walkers. This disruption could notbe stopped for 
hours, bod was perhaps the Single worst incident of Counter action to oc- 
cur during the entire journey. 
Pennsylvania was a long hard state. The Aleqhennies were the first 
hills they crossed since the Rockies, mileages were long and pim 
clear directions was difficult because Streets and roads were frequently 
hot marked, Great energy was Spent at this time deciding what the march 
Should do in New York and D.C. Many marchers will rememb er Pennsylvania 
for its many meetings end stroqale for consensus. Theywalked on through 
Bedford, Chambers burg, Harrisburg and Allentown where they were refused a 
permit and Stayed at зи amusement Park outsidethe city- 
New Jersey 15 Still а com State, by now the Unharvested cobs were brown 
and disinteqrating. 1+ Seemed as though 2 great deal of corn was never qath- 
ered. whether ib wes intended as feed or fodder, or just left to vot because 
of policy, they never learned. After staying mainly ln public parks, the march 
reached the last stop before NewYork City, 
There was heightened excitement the day they walked into New York. 
It was oue day everyone wanted to walk and many locals showed up for 
the day. Considerable attention was being focused on the march. People 
Meqezine Came outwith ew eleven page spread. The New York Daily News 
did а color Story in their Sunday magazine, and Phil Donahue interviewed а Stu- 
dio full of walkers at the moment 900 people were marching over the Gearge 
Washington Bridge. The toute brought the march To Grant's Tomb, then rogh 
Harlem, across the Tei-Borovqh Bridge to the campsite on Randalls Island, 
where ә public park Shores the land with a Psychiatric hospital. This isolat- 
ed camp disappointed many marchers but was far less exposed than would have 
been the case in hoped-for site Central Park. New York was very busy. There 
were marches and rallies every дәу. Especially important were rallies for U.N. Day 
and for Jobs, Peace and Justice. The main speakers were Jesse Jackson and 
Yoko Ono. Yoko was а generous financial contributor who visited one of the 
campsites where she showed г qreat affinity for the children. 

The march then headed Southwest, in the direction of D.C., through Staten 
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Island, back into New Jersey to overnight stays on the Rutgers and Prince- 
ton Campuses- Through Trenton 8nd Philadelphia more and more time and 
eneray was being focused on the final day in D.C. Would it be an anti-climax? 
How would they have the most impact? Would there be massive civil disobedience? 
The attempt to decide these things by a Consensus process went on and on. The 
Philadelphia rally at Independence Hall was especially moving. They had heard 
the Speeches and the music many times by how, Seen the Ceremonies for pass- 
inq the Hiroshima Flame and the keys to Peace City. Butin Philly the large Crowd, 
the candlelight and the warmth of the reception brought many marchers totears. 

The anticipation mounted as they moved through Wilwinatow toward Baltimore. 
At the Memorial Stadium there, they spent a rest day with 24 hour accessto show- 
ers. Most marchers took two or three while there So theywere more scrubbed 
then usual for the last days into Washington. 

By the end of the journey about looo people were Siqned-up marchers, but 
more and more joined as they Came to the last day. Walking into the D.C.camp, 
about 4000 people were moving together. The following morning an emotional 
final day beqan. From the site they moved to Meridian Pack where all those who 
had traveled tobe pact ofthe last rally were waiting. After greetings andor- 
ientation the large crowd, how about 7000 proceeded+o Lafayette Park 
where the proqram began. Speakers there included Cart Saqan and Ralph Nader. 
Then the climax of the day, and the march, Come upon moving down thevoad 
past the White House, and a Peace City encampment Set up on the Eli pse, tothe 
Lincoln Memorial. There the main Speaker was Jesse Jackson with many others 
adding their qreetings, but the heart of this program were the speeches bythe 
marchers themselves. Old and young, men and women, told the story of the 
match dndwhat it meant personally- There was music by march groups СоПес- 
tive Vision and Wild Women for Peace. The always shocking BB demonstration, 
the amplified Sound of one BB dropped inte a metal tub representing all the 
explosives vSed in W.W. IL, followed by thousands of BBs representing exist 
ing nuclear arsenals, riveted the crowd пом qrown to 10)000. The dramatic 
finale was the Ceremony of the Hiroshima flame, which was passed through 
the crowd liqhtina thousands of Candles until the entire reflecting Pool 
was Surrounded by the light and hopes of all the people who had contributed 
their lives and eneray to the Great Peace March. 

This skeleton account of the march of course tells very little of the 
story. There is not enough space to tell all about the extraordinary people 
who were walking, each of them could be а book. ltdescribesvery little 
of camp life and the logistics of moving, feeding and housing hundreds of 
people. The story of the many forms of support that came to the march, 
or the story of how the media covered it would fill volumes. And òf course 
many hew stories have bequ« in the form of ripples set in motion by this 
action. Vt is the author's wish that these words and pictureswill in à Sm ell way 
communicate the most extraordinary fact of all: there are many people 
who walk with hope and joy in their hearts, whodonot feav the destruction 
of the world because they Ки ом it can be prevented.
